If  in  British  Columbia  the  reaction  has 
resulted  in  something  akin  to  a political 
DonnybrooV.  it  Ls  also  clear  the*  the  electors 
lashed  out  against  those  who  held  the  reins 
of  authority,  without  too  much  distinction 
as  to  whether  they  sat  at  Ottawa  or  \ ictorla. 
Probably  no  Liberal  government  could  have 
succeeded  in  British  Columbia  on  this 

occasion.  . .

It  seems  to  be  the  fate  of  many  govern- 
ments.' at  any  rate,  that  after  a while  in 
office  their  members  begin  to  forgtt  who 
out  them  there.  They  let  public  protest 
against  specific  policies  in  at  one  ear  and 
out  of  the  other.  They  persist  in  the  face 
of  public  objection  to  do  things  that  have 
insufficient  public  support.  They  begin  to 
order,  instead  of  to  request.  They  unwind 
yards  of  official  red  tape,  in  the  folds  of 
which  progressively  the  human  touch  is 
submerged  and  then  lost.  LITtle  by  little 
the  fatal  progression  continues,  with  the 
governing  body  each  dnv  drifting  avvay  from 
the  expressed  will  of  the  people  Hie  end 
is  often  a foregone  cnrclusion.  The  electors 
witbdixiw  their  mandate  and  give  it  to  some- 
one eLe.  That.  too.  is  the  democratic 
process,  in  action.

last  w$ek,  devoted  much  attention  to  a 
problem  besetting  municipal  government 
from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific:  that  of 
stretching  revenues  whose  sources  are  ' igidly 
restricted  to  cover  the  unrestricted  rise  in 
the  cost  of  administration,  services  and  con- 
struction. A lucid  and  realistic  study  of  this 
problem  was  presented  to  the  convention  by 
Mr  D C Corbett,  lecturer  in  public  admini- 
stration at  McGill  University,  who  noted  with 
deep  concern  a .tendency  on  thq  Par't  <>l 
municipalities  to  seek  a way  out  of  their 
financial  bewilderment  through  the  sur- 
render of  local  autonomy  to  senior  govern- 
ments. 

"Strong  local  governments,  doing  signifi- 
cant work,  are  worth  preserving  because  of 
the  part  they  play  in  cultivating  and  pre- 
serving democracy,”  Mr.  Corbett  said  Only 
where  there  Is  a proven  need  for  central 
control  and  operation  should  any  service 
be  turned  over- to  senior  governments.' 

With  that  there  will  be  broad  agreement; 
but  under  the  present  division  of  tax  fields 


protect  their  autonomy,  in  nuum 

revenue  throughout  the  Dominion  totaled 
$270,000,000,  provincial  revenue  $355,000,000 
and  federal  $562,000,000.  By  1951  the  muni- 
cipal total  has  risen  to  $000,000,000  and  the 
provincial  to  S9 10,000.000:  but  the  Dominion 
tot:f  has  soared  to  $4,000,000,000.  Thus 
while  municipal  revenue  was  approximately 
doubled,  that  of  the  Dominion  government 
was  multiplied  by  eight.  Although  municipal 
responsibility  is  more  onerous  than  before 
the  war,  sources  of  revenue  have  remained 
inflexible;  w ith  the  result  that  while  taxation 
has  reached  unprecedented  levels,  services  in 
many  instances  have  deteriorated. 

The  convention  endorsed  certain  pro- 
poses which  if  accepted  by  the  senior  gov- 
ernments would  afford  some  relief  without 
loss  Of  self-rule.  What  is  needed,  however. 
Is  not  so  much  a drib  here  and  n drab  there 
as  a complete  overhaul  of  Dominion-provin- 
cial-municipal taxing  powers  with  a view  to 
broadening  the  municipal  hase  in  such  a 
way  as  to  allow  them  to  finance  their  own 
responsibilities.

They  are  a simple  folk,  ignorant  by 
western  standards  of  all  but  the  humble 
virtue  of  service,  untroubled  by  the  yearn- 
ings that  plague  so  much  of  the  world. 

An  Everest  expedition  is  largely  a trans- 
port undertaking,  and  the  Sherpas  it  is.  men 
j and  women,  who  carry  on  their  barks  up  the 
mountain  all  the  l&r*e  supplies  of  food,  fuel 
*»  and  equipment  that  sustain  the  rlimbers  on 
! their  long,  arduous  advance.  Withal  the 


Sherpas  are  eager,  friendly, •unfaUing  in  their 
faithful  duty.  The  mountaineers  may  l>o 
moody,  surly,  boastful  or  pleasant,  as  no 
doubt  they  are  from  time  to  time,  hut  the 
Sherpas  are  always  the  same. 

Theirs  Is  not  the  glory  of  adventure,  but 
they  share  the  dangers  and  the  hardships. 
They  pack  loads  over  crevasses,  across  rope- 
bridges  and  amid  the  tortuous  pyramids  of 
ice  and  snow,  at  the  constant  risk  of  slipping 
or  being  overwhelmed  hy  avalanches.  They 
make  it  possible  for  successive  camps  to  be 
established  at  ever  increasing  altitudes  up 
the  mountains. 

One  of  the  Swiss  expedition  leaders  says 
of  them  in  admiration;  "All  my  companions 
stand  amazed  at  their  performance.”  Well

Sir,— Family  allowances  were  Introduced  In 
Canada  ns  an  economic  measure  to  asxUt  parents 
with  inadequate  Incomes  in  providing  the'  neces- 
saries and  little  extras  for  their  children,  and  per- 
haps incidentally  to  encourage  them  to  have  more 
children  and  thus  add  to  the  native-born  popula^ 
tlon.  All  this  seemed  to  be  reasonable  and 
generous,  and  it  was  so  popular  that  the  govern- 
ment. which  tentatively  passed  the  measure  before 
a general  election,  was  returned  to  power.  Trie 
allowances  are  still  popular,  except  with  parents 
who  have  lew  or  no  children  and  those  who. 
having  rained  their  families  without  government 
help,  haw  now  to  pny  extra  taxes  to  help  raise 
their  grandchildren.  I happen  to  be  one  of  the 
latter,  and  I don’t  think  It  Is  fair.  But  nothing 
cn  be  done  about  It  foe  no  political  leader  dare 
say  a word  against  It 

No  one  who  has  rained  children  *xn«l  I have 
raised  four  of  them  1 could  object  to  assisting 
parents  who  are  la  real  need  There  were  many 
such  parents  during  the  great  depression  when 
an  many  were  out  of  employment.  But  when  and 
ainca  family  allowance*  were  institute*!  there  has 
Wen  comparatively  Uttle  unemployment.  Wage* 
have  been  greatly  increased  and  people  generally 
have  nor*  money  hi  their  pockets  than  ever 


before.  Yet  these  allowances  for  "needy"  parents 
are  still  being  paid- to  thousands  who  are  in  no 
need  and  arc  more  able  to  provide  for  their 
children  than  some  of  us  were  when  we  were 
raising  ours.  It  is  not  jealousy,  on  my  part  at 
least,  for  I am  now  thankful  for  the  spur  of  hard 
times  in  the  Old  Country  that  forced  me  to 
migrate  with  my  family  to  Canada.  When  we 
arrived  there  was  no  onr  to  greet  us.  and  I 
accepted  the  first  Job  that  was  offered  at  510  a 
week.  When  I read  about  some  of  these  new 
immigrants  from  Britain  complaining,  * 1 ain 
ashamed  of  them. 

But  my  objection  to  family  allowances;  Is  not 
only  that  they  ate  a form  of  pauperism,  but  that 
they  arc  unfairly  distributed  to  parents  who  do 
not  need  thorn,  and  are  a wasteful  expenditure  of 
public*  funds,  which  calls  for  higher  taxation  to 
-maintain  a host  of  civil  servants,  and  which 
takes  back  a large  proportion  of  the  money

The  pibroch  is 
finished  by  a return  to  the  Urlar  and 
a replaying  »>r  the  ground  leaving  the 
central  theme  in  mind."

Making  the  Diamond  Hitch 


Itv  K M %M.|  * 

A local  collector  of  oddities  and 
freak*  recently  acquired  a complete 
set  of  the  stamps  of  Sedang  and

This  get  was  conjured  up  by  the 
fertile  imagination  of  one.  Marie 
David  de  Mayrena,  who  was  orig- 
inally an  otflcer  in  the  French  Cor*** 
de  Guides.  He  was  a brave  soldier 
and  a popular  bon  garcon  and  boule 
variker  In  Paris,  who  served  with 
distinction  In  the  Franco  Prussian 
war.  He  executed  a commission  for 
the  French  government  in  Sumatra 
in  1885.  then  went  to  Cochin  China 
and  Annam. 


Correctly  stinging  a load  on 
a pack  horse  is  an  art  that  can- 
not be  learned  except  by  experience.

It  is  easy  to 
remember  and  is  the  most  efficient 
methqd  of  lashing  a pack  to  the 
paefc  saddle.  Even  if  a guide  is  doing 
the  horse  packing,  much  time  can 
be  saved  if  some  other  member  of 
the  party  can  help  with  the  load 
animals, 

THE  METHOD 

To  tie  the  ' diamond  hitch,  you 
make  one  en«l  of  the  lashing  rope 
fast  to  a rigging  ring  on  the  near 
side  erf  the  horse,  pass  it  over  the 
pack  and  through  the  rigging  rings 
on  the  off  side  of  the  animal.  Then 
It  is  passed  hack  and  over  and  a 
bight  looped  through  the  rope  on 
the  near  side  of  the  pack.  This 
bight  is  placed  around  the  near 
front  comer  of  the  load. 

Next,  pass  the  rope  around  to  the 
rear  of  the  pack  and  up  and  around 
the  rope  going  to  the  off  side 
rigging  ring.  Pass  the  rope  uround 
the  off  hind  corner  of  the  pack, 
raund  under  the  off  side  of  the  pack 


and  under  the  front  off  side,  then  up 
and  loop  it  through  the  top  forward 
roi>e.  Now  pass  it  down  and  unuer 
the  front  near  corner  and  through 
the  near  cinch  ring  Figure  1. 

TAKE  UP  SI.A<  K 

When  this  is  done,  start  at  the 
beginning  of  the  rope  and  take  up 
all  slack  as  you  trace  the  rope 
around  the  pack,  moving  it  t->  get 
the  maximum  grip  with  the  least 
slack.  When  you  come  to  the  end 
of  the  rope  on  the  near  side,  tie  it 
securely  in  the  cinch  ring.  Properly 
done,  your  hitch  will  resemble  a dia 
mond  on  top  of  the  pack  and  every- 
thing will  be  held  securely  in  place 
Figure  2 shows  a diamond  hitch  tied 
on  a double  ring  pack  saddle.  If  the 
one  you  are  using  is  a single  rig 
with  only  one  cinch  ring  on  each 


side,  just  pass  youi  rope  through 
the  single  cinch  rings. 

ON  THE  TRAIL 

A loose  pack  or  pack  saddle  is 
dangerous  on  a steep  mountain  trail, 
so  always  be  sure,  that  the  belly 
cinch  or  cinches  are  tight.  Some 
horses  hold  in  their  wind  or  swell 
their  bellies  so  give  a second  tug 
on  Hie  cinch  before  fastening  it. 
Some  packers  knee  the  horses  in  the 
belly  to  got  it  to  give  slack,  but  this 
is  not  recommended  with  a strange 
or  spirited  animal. 

lUf  sure  that  a good  heavy  folded 
and  well  smoothed  out  blanket  1* 
placed  under  the  pack  saddle  to  pre- 
vent sores  on  your  horse's  back. 
Also,  a well  lashed  comfortable 
load  w ill  save  a great  deal  of  pack* 
I tig  trouble  after  you  get  started.

2,000  Troops  to  Take  Port  in  London  Displo

THU  dropping  of  a parachutist 
"apy."  and  hla  subsequent 
rescue”  by  helicopter,  is  one  of 
the  highlights'  of  a spectacular 
Searchlight  Tattoo  to  be  held  in 
London's  White  CHy  arena  from 
July  14  to  16. 

The  Tattoo,  the  first  oi ‘Its  kind 
since  1939.  is  being  organized  in  aid 
of  the  Sollders,  Sailors'  and  Air- 
men's Families  Association  popu 
larly  known  as  S-S-A  K A.  and  will 
be  an  Impressive  event  in  which 
nearly  2.000  troops,  more  than  100 
pipers  and  more  than  a dozen  mili- 
tary bands  will  take  part. 

The  idea  of  the  tattoo  dates  back 
nearly  200  years.  To  encourage 
troops  to  return  to  their  billets 
In  the  half-hour  between  the  First 
Poat  and  the  Last  Poat  there  was 
what  the  Dutch  called  a “taptoe” 
or  turning-off  the  local  wine  raps; 
later  the  practice  arose  of  bands 
parading  up  and  down  during  this 
half  hour. 

Although  the  prat  Ice  had  almost 
died  down  by  the  beginning  of  the 
First  World  War,  It  was  revived 
in  1919  by  officers  at  Aldershot 
Wmmand.  They  added  a little 
pageantry  to  the  marching  snd 
countermarching,  raised  funds  for 
service  charities,  expanded  the 
idea  by  the  inclusion  of  famous 
scenes  from  history.  The  Aldershot 
Tattoo  became  a national  event, 
held  at  the  height  of  the  summer 
M»ason  and  in  1939  more  than  .*10.000 
spectators  attended  It.

Meats 
and  vegetables  of  all  kinds  are 
handled.  The  retail  salesrooms  are 
very  spacious  and  complete  in 
equipment,  while  the  slaughter- 
houses at  Mount  Tolmie  and  Cedar 
Hill  are  large  and  modern,  the  daily 
slaughtering  being  from  six  to  eight 
cattle,  35  sheep,  besides  calves  and 
hogs.

A PARTNERSHIP 

And  now  to  go  back  a little  fur- 
ther into  Mr.  Goodacre*  life.  When 
he  was  a young  man  in  Victoria 
he  worked  for  a butcher  named 
John  Stafford,  and  was  taken  into 
partnership  by  him.  Thev  became 
good  friends.  Mr.  Stafford,  though 
young,  was  not  well,  and  he  de 
pended  a great  deal  on  his  good 
friend  Lawrence  Goodacre.  In  1876 
Mr.  Stafford  and  hU  family  went 
*.mrh  for  his  health  and  in  February 
ad  Victoria,  where  every  bod}  knew 
everybody  else,  was  shocked  to  read 
in  The  Colonist:  “A  telegraphic  dis- 
patch has  been  received  announcing 
the  death  at  San  Diego  o£  Mr.  John 
Stafford,  of  the  firm  of  Stafford  A 
Ootxiacre.  butchers  of  this  city.  De- 
ceased left  here  per  steamer  Vase# 
de  Gama  in  August  last  for  the 
warm  climate  of  Southern  Cali 
fnmla.  hoping  that  the  change 
would  restore  hi*  then  frail  health. 
The  trip,  however,  seems  to  have 
b.-ert  of  no  lasting  benefit  to  him. 
for  he  slowly  but  surely  succumbed 
iu  an  affliction  of  the  lungs.  Mr. 
Stafford  was  *n  Englishman  bv 
birth.  He  came  to  this  city  in  1862 
and  won  for  himself  the  Character 
of  an  enterprising  and  progressive 
citizen,  combined  with  ihe  rare 
qualities  of  shrewdness,  integrity 
and  amiability'.  The  deceased,  who 
was  40  years  of  age.  leaves  a wife 
and  several  t^tiidren  In  San  Diego 
'o  mourn  his  death.”

Mrs.  Stafford  returned  tq  Victoria 
with  her  children  and  her  husband  * 
body,  and  burial  was  here.  She  was 
a pioneer  of  Victoria  in  her  own 
right.  She  came  front  England,  as 
a young  woman,  lo  visit  in  Victoria 
a sister,  .Mrs.  M.  H.  William*  Thai  ' 
was  in  1859.  After  her  husband's 
death,  she  lived  On  in  Victoria,  and 
all  the  town  was  drlighted  when  in 
July  of  1877.  she  and  her  husband's 
good  friend  and  staunch  partner 
were  married,  as  reported  in  The 
Colonist:  "lh  this  rity.  on  the  18th 
r,t  Ju,y-  »>>  Ihe  Rev  E.  A Russ.

Keeping  Up  to  Date  With 


Two  backdoor  plantings  which  will  hide'  unattractive  utilities. 


For  the  Best  Floral  Screens 
Sow  Fast-Growing  Annuals 


QNE  OF  THE  UNSIGHTLY  ob- 
U Jects  which  must  always  be 
screened  from  view  In  urban  homes 
Is  the  garbage  can.  A method  of 
concealing  It  behind  a lovely  screen 
of  floral  beauty  Is  suggested  in  the 
iUustnuion. 

A blue  planting,  such  as  this.  Is 
well  fitted  for  the  purpose  It  will 
harmonize  with  all  other  colors  In 
the  garden,  and  with  the  house, 
whatever  color  it  may  be.  Though 
beautiful  In  themselves,  the  blue 
flowers  will  not  be  conspicuous, 
but  will  serve  as  a perfect  back 
ground  for  others. 

Two  true  blue  flowers  are  sug- 
gested — Heavenly  Blue  morning 
. glory,  and  blue  bachelors  button 
or  as  the  catalogues  have  it.  cen- 
taurea  cyanua.  The  former  Is  a sky 
blue,  with  flowers  of  the  largest 
size  borne  so  profusely  that  they 
drape  a man  ye  of  color  over  the 
arbor  up  which  they  climb  Sow 
the  largp  see«U  after  the  ground 
is  warm  directly  where  they  are  to 
grow.  In  soil  which  is  not  too  rich. 

Blue  tor’s  button  is  one  of 

the  easiest,  flowers  to  groyv.  in  any 


UR3NG  the  past  few  years,  sev- 
eral compounds  which  are  ap- 
parently not  essential  nutrients, 
have  been  found  to  possess  remark- 
able growth  promoting  powers  for 
chickens.  The  use  of  these  com- 
pounds has  meant  a saving  of  thou- 
sands of  dollars  to  the  poultry  in- 
dustry, says  T.  M.  MacIntyre,  poul- 
try nutritionist,  the  Experimental 
Farm.  Nap  pan.  N.S. 

The  most  Important  of  these  are 
the  antibiotics  which  are  chemicals 
secreted  by  certain  mi.rro-orgnnlsms 
to  protect  them  from  other  micro- 
organisms. The  use  of  minute  traces 
of  these  antibiotics  In  starter  and 
growing  rations  results  In  gains  of 
10  to  15  per  cent  over  lhat  obtained 
with  regular  rations  containing  no 
antibiotics. 

Other  compounds  which  show 
growth  promoting  powers  wheh  In- 
cluded In  the  rations  of  growing 
chickens  are  certain  derivatives  of 
arsenic  acid  and  certain  surface 
active  agents  similar  to  many  of  our 
common  laundry  soaps.  %* 

Just  how  these  compounds  act  to 
give  a boost  to  growth  is  not  en- 
tirely clear.  Antibiotics,  as  the  name 
implies,  are  capable  of  destroying 


garden  aoll.  After  the  first  crop 
of  flowers  has  begun  to  fade,  cut 
off  the  stems  close  to  the  ground 
to  encourage  new  growth  and  a 
second  crop  of  blooms. 

A compact  form  of  ageratum 
should  be  sown  as  the  third  mem- 
ber of  this  group.  The  plants  grow 
only  a few  inches  tall  and  arc 
smothered  in  blossoms  of  ageratum 
blue.  This  harmonizes  completely 
with  the  taller  flowers  of  the  group 
and  when  the  plants  are  In  full 
bloom  no  one  could  guess  that  be- 
hind such  a beautiful  display  so 
commonplace  an  object  as  a gar- 
bage can  could  be  hiding. 

Empty  milk  bottles  are  a problem 
for  some  housewives.  An  excellent 
method  of  concealing  tfceir  presence 
on  the  back  porch  from  garden 
visitors  Is  suggested  In  the  illustra- 
tio  on  the  right.  Cteome  pink  queen 
grows  four  feet  tall.  It  has  branches 
covered  with  attractive  leaves.  and\ 
terminating  in  huge  heads  of  true 
pink  “spider”  flowers.  While  form 
ing  *«n  excellent  screen  It  allows 
free  circulation  of  air. 

Pink  petunia,  whose  flowers  are 
borne  in  abundance  all  summer 
long,  will  cover  the  ground  ot  the 
base  of  the  cleomes  with  harmoni- 
ous pink. 


certain  micro-organisms,  and  one 
theory  suggests  that  they  destroy 
harmful  hacteria  In  the  intestines. 
It  is  not  clear  that  this  is  their  main 
or  only  function,  however.  The  way 
in  which  these  compounds  act  to 
promote  growth  is  still  largely  a 
matter  of  conjecture 

Poultry  men  should  exercise  cau- 
tion in  the  use  of  these  growth  pro- 
mo  tent,  and  should  not  demand  their 
inclusion  in  feeds  except  on  the  ad- 
vice of  experienced  nutritionist*.  Mr. 
MacIntyre  points  out  that  there  i* 
some  evidence  that  certain  micro- 
organisms become  immune  to  cer- 
tain antibiotics,  the  use  of  which 
may  lead  to  the  development  of 
very  virulent  type*  of  bacteria,  re 
suiting  in  new  problems  of  disease 
control.  The  use  of  arsenic  acid  de- 
rivatives and  surface  active  agents 
Is  condemned  by  some  workers  be- 
cause of  the  meagre  knowledge  of 
their  long-term  effects  on  both  ani- 
mals and  humans. 

It  Is  generally  recognized  that 
antibiotics  may  be  used  successfully 
and  economically  for  growing 
chickens,  particularly  broilers,  but 
no  benefits  have  been  reported  with 
mature  stock,  or  laying  or  breeding 
hen*.

KEEPING  up  with  gladiolus  vari- 
eties is  made  comparatively 
easy  if  one  consults  the  variety 
symposium  reports  that  are  pub- 
lished every  other  year  in  the  Ca- 
nadian Gladiolus  Society  Annual. 
Referring  to  the  1952  report  we  no- 
tice one  grouping  of  leading  vari- 
eties which  will  probably  appeal  to 
a large  number  of  Individuals  who 
like  to  have  at  least  a few  of  the 
best  in  their  private  garden  collec- 
tion. This  list  is  reported  under  the 
heading  "Results  of  Voting  for  Ten 
Best  General  Purpose  Varieties,"  In- 
cidentally, the  results  were  compiled 
from  a cross  sect  ion  of  90  leading 
gladiolus  growers  In  Canada  and  the 
United  States.  It  wiU  be  observed 
the  test  includes  30  varieties  to- 
gether with  the  number  of  votes 
received  by  each  as  follows;

For  the  sake  of  those  interested 
in  best  of  the  small- flowered  vari- 
eties which  are  becoming  increas- 
ingly popular,  the  following  is 
quoted  from  the  1952  report  under 
the  heading  "The  Leading  Small- 
Flowered  Varieties.”

Garden  Pool 
Of  One  Lily 

If  you  have  a small  garden  pool, 
or  are  inclined  to  put  one  In.  you 
can  have  the  enjoyment  of  a one  lily 
pool 

In  most  cases  a small  pool  is 
also  shallow.  Therefore  the  water 
lily  should  be  planted  in  earth  in 
the  bottom  of  the  pool,  instead  of 
in  a box.  which  is  the  usual  practice 
when  the  depth  of  the  water  is 
greater. 

To  plant  a water  lily  in  a shallow 
pool  cover  the  bottom  of  the  pool 
with  a six-inch  layer  of  soil,  as  illus- 
trated. Plant  the  Illy  and  then  add 
two  inches  of  sand  or  gravel  to  the 
water  line  at  the  top  of  the  pool. 

When  the  lily  is  first  planted, 
however,  there  should  be  only  four 
inches  of  water  above  it.  This  per- 
mits the  sun  to  warm  Its  roots  and 
thus  speed  growth  As  the  plant 
develops,  gradually  add  more  water 
until  the  eight  inch  depth  is  reached. 

For  the  very  small  pool  it  is  ad- 
visable to  plant  miniature  water 
lilies.  These  can  be  obtained  in 
either  the  hardy  or  tropical  varie- 
ties. In  th«^  first  group  there  is 
Aurora,  a dainty  rosy  yellow  which 
later  turns  to  deep  red  White 
Pygmy.  Yellow  Pygmy  and  the 
somewhat  newer  Red  Lajdeker  are 
also  among  the  hardy  kinds.  From 
the  tropicals  may  be  selected  such 
varieties  as  Royal  Purple  or  Pa- 
tricia. a handsome  crimson. 

Hardy  water  lilies  can  be  set  out 
any  time  after  the  weather  begins 
to  turn  warm.  Troy  leal  varieties, 
which  should  be  treated  as  annuals, 
should  not  be  set  out  until  warm 
weather  has  come  to  stay

Some 
gras.*  Is  always  trying  to  creep  in  or 
If  the  area  mulched  has  not  Been  en- 
tirely free  of  couch  grass  and  Can- 
ada thistle  these  rugged  plants  per- 
sist. A three-inch  depth  of  sawdust 
usually  controls  seedlings  of  lamb's 
quarters,  pigweed.  groumisel  and 
similar  weed*  but  some  growth  In 
the  course  of  time  will  have  to  be 
removed  by  hand.  Three  inches  of 
sawdust  has  been  found  to  be  suf- 
ficient to  retain  soil  moisture  to  a 
marked 'extent  and  on  logons  over  a 
four  year  period  has  Increased  yields 
by  more  than  a ton  per  acre  annu- 
ally. Applied  to  areas  already  in 
sod  it  has  been  found  that  six  inches 
of  shavings  or  sawdust  is  needed  to 
hold  down  growth.  At  this  depth 
very  little  handwork'  is  needed. 
Four  Inches  of  either  of  those  two 
mulches  only  partially  held  the 
gras*  in  cheek  and  roots  were  held 
well  anchored  in  the  soil.  Two 
Inches  of  sawdust  or  shavings  had 
little  effect,  as  might  be  expected. 
At  present  prices  it  will  cost  about 
1225  per  acre  for  a six  inch  covering 
of  these  materials.  There  seems  tq 
be  but  little  difference  between 
shavings  and  sawdust  In  their  effco 
tiveness  as  mulch  materials. 

Lindane  Not  for 
Household  Uses 

A recent  development  In  the  use 
of  insecticides  is  the  evaporizathn 
of  lindane  by  electrical  devices.  Thi$ 
method  is  recognized  as  effective  for 
control  of  flying  insects  if  lindane 
is  dispensed  at  the  rate  of  one  gram 
in  24  hours  in  a space  of  15,000  to 
20.000  cubic  feet.  Any  excess  rat t 
of  evaporation  might  be  detrimental 
to  human  health  even  when  persons 
are  not  exposed  continuously,  so  the 
method  is  not  approved  for  use  in 
houses  and  sleeping  quarters,  nor 
for  milk  processing  rooms  In  dairy 
establishments. 

A few  applications  for  registration 
of  lindane  for  use  by  this  method 
have  been  accepted  under  the  Pest 
Control  Products'  Act.  administered 
by  the  Plant  Products'  Division,  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  Ottawa. 
Acceptance  is  subject  to  assurance 
that  the  vaporizer  used  is  mechan- 
ically sound  for  dispersing  the  lin- 
dane at  the  desired  rate,  and  that 
directions  for  use  will  specify  the 
necessary  limitations.  Including  the 
caution  "not  for  use  in  houses,"

It  was  always  drummed  into  me 
a*  a student  that  there  were  two 
side*  to  diploma"  examinations  —

such  further  advanced  criticism. 
Secondly.  I was  always  told  that  the 
gaining  of  a diploma,  far  from  being 
a source  of  pride  in  achievement,  is 
rather  apt  to  be  a millstone  round 
ones  neck,  In  that  the  holder  is 
under  the  constant  necessity  of 
maintaining  the  honor  of  the  Insti- 
tution by  whirh  it  was  granted.  In 
other  w'ords.  he  has  to  lean  very 
heavily  on  the  side  of  authority  as 
he  is  no  longer  a free  agent.  Mr. 
Tankard  carried  this  to  the  point 
that  when  pupils  appear  to  be 
letting  a teacher  down  in  examina 
tlon  performances  it  is  of  no  ais* 
geumg  sore  with  the  examiners,  or 
disparaging  the  examining  body  as 
a whole.  That  is  the  time,  he'  as 
serted.  when  the  cotiscientibus 
teacher  should  begin  a little  inten- 
sive soul  searching  into  his  or  her 
oivn  methods,  .standards  and  short- 
comings. 


Capt.  James  Gaudin  was  local 
agent  when  Fred  commenced  his 
work  with  the  department,  and 
during  his  years  there  he  worked

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Now  Mr,  Tankard  Is  a Yorkshire- 
roan.  and  his  bluff  good  humor  pro- 
vided some  40  or  50  persons,  mostly 
music  teachers,  with  some  of  the 
most  stimulating  ideas  that  I have 
ever  heard  imparted  to  any  com- 
pany of  musicians  in  the  course  of 
my  career.

and  two  personal  aides.  They  were 
the  doorways  into  Eisenhower. 
Colonel  Paul  T ("Pete")  Carroll,  a 
West  Pointer,  served  with  the  gen- 
eral several  years  In  Washington. 
Also  he  had  a period  of  teach  mg  at 
Fort  Leavenworth,  where  his  sub- 
ject was  operations.  He  had  a good 
deal  to  do  wth  Elsenhower's 
speeches,  though  this  is  not  to  say 
that  he  is  a ghost  writer.

When  he  is  a member  of  a group 
not  devoted  strictly  to  military  mat 
ten;  he  is  sometimes  apt  to  give  his 
opinions  too  early  in  the  discussion; 
hut  i.iter.  as  he  sees  other  points  of 
view  developed,  he  is  commendably 
quick  lo  modify  his  own.  He  is 
ojH*n  minded  and  likes  to  take  advice. 

I Time  and  time  again,  when,  for 
Instance,  he  met  with  the  joint 
Chiefs,  he  would  pull  together  a 
meeting  that  was  fraying  with 
wonls  like  "Gcntiemen!  we  have 
been  asked  a question,  and  we  are 
not  facing  it'"  On  the  other  hand 
he  ha*  several  times  been  rriticized 
- for  instance  by  members  of  con- 
gressional committees  before  whom 
he  testified  for  being  loo  easygoing.

A full  story  of  the  country’s  pad 
and  present  day  development  is 
parked  into,  this  volume  on  Aus- 
tralia. 

Man  s artificial  Intrusion  upon  tht* 
natural  rythm  of  the  continent  and 
tlw*  great  resistance  of  the  land  to 
his  settlement  form  the  main  theme. 

The  resistance  of  the  country  In 
drought,  distance  and  trees  is  ex- 
amined. Of  the  tree*,  the  author 
says,  "the  weak  were  eliminated  and 
the  strong  disciplined  by  a hard  en 
vlronment";  Of  the  drought,  “al- 
most all  of  Australia  lies  within  the 
arid  zone  of  the  earth”;  Distance  Is 
measured  from  water  hole  to  water 
hole. 

The  overland  telegraph  and  the 
railroad  at  length  alleviated  many 
problem*,  but  It  was  the  gold  rush 
of  1851,  Mr.  Eldershaw  explains, 
thot  brought  rapid  growth  to  the 
colony. 

The  sudden  influx  of  people,  many 
of  them  Asiatics,  saw  a few  small 
pastoral  settlements  swept  away 
and  Australia  emerged,  a booming, 
widely  populated  country  In  dire 
need  of  industry  and  government.

LANDING  alter  dark  from  our 
boat  at  southern  end  of  the  f>ne 
sandy  beach  on  which  Skidegaie  vil 
lage  front*,  we  found  this  part  of 
the  town  apparently  quite  d.  >.>rted. 
but  could  discern  a dim  glow  of 
light  at  a distance,  and  distinguish 
the  monotonous  sound  of  the  drum. 
Scrambling  as  best  we  might  In  the 
dark  by  the  path  which  zigzags 
along  the  front  of  the  row  of 
houses,  and  narrowly  escaping  'alls 
over  various  obstacle*,  we  reached 
the  house  In  which  the  dance  waa 
going  on.  Pushing  open  the  door, 
a glare  of  light  flashed  out,  which 
had  previously  been  seen'  Only  as  tt 
filtered  through  the  various  crevices 
of  the  houae  and  entering,  we  found 
ourselves  behind  and  among  the 
dancers,  who  stood  within  the  h >use 
with  their  back  to  the  front  wall. 
Edging  through  them,  we  crossed 
the  open  space  in  which  the  fire, 
well  supplied  with  res  Indus  logs, 
was  burning,  and  seated  ourselves 
on  the  floor  amidst  a crowd  of  on- 
looker* at  the  further  end. 

GOODS  IN  HEAPS 

The  house  was  of  the  usual  ob- 
long shape,  the  floor  being  covered 
with  cedar  planks,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  a square  space  in  the  centre 
for  the  fire,  and  the  goods  and 
chattels  of  the  family  piled  here  and 
there  in  heap*  along  the  walls, 
leaving  the  greater  part  of  the  In- 
terior clear. 

The  audience  was  arranged  along 
the  aides  and  at  the  further  end, 
filling  almost  every  available  space, 
squatting  in  various  attitudes  on 
the  floor,  and  consisting  of  men, 
women  and  children  of  all  age*. 
The  smoke  of  the  fire  escaped  by 
wide  openings  In  the  roof,  without 
causing  any  inconvenience,  and  It* 
glow  brightly  illuminated  the  face* 
and  forms  of  all  present.  The  per- 
formers in  this  instance  about  JO  in 
number,  were  dressed  according  to 
no  uniform  plan,  but  attired  in  their 
best  clothes,  or  at  least  their  most 
showy  ones,  with  the  addition  of 
certain  ornament*  and  badge*  ap- 
propriate to  the  occasion.  All,  or 
nearly  all,  wore  head-dresses, 
variously  constructed  of  twisted 
cedar  bark,  and  ornamented  with 
feathers,  or.  a*  In  one  case,  with  a 
bristling  circle  of  the  whiskers  of 
the  sea-Uon.  Shoulder  girdles  made 
of  cedar  bark,  colored,  or  orna- 
mented with  tassels,  were  very 
common.  One  man  wore  leggings 
with  fringes  of  puffin  beak*  strung 
together,  which  rattled  a*  he  moved- 
Many.  Lf  not  all.  hold  --prigs  of  fresh 
spruce  in  the  hand,  and  were 
covered  about  the  head  with  downy 
feathers,  which  also  floated  In  abun- 
dance In  the  warm  air  of  the  house. 
Some  had  ratties.  and  added  to  the 
din  by  shaking  these  furiously  at 
the  accentuated  parts  of  the  song 
Five  women  took  part  in  the  dance, 
standing  In  front  in  a row.  and 
were  dressed  with  some  uniformity, 
several  having  the  peculiarly  val- 
uable cedar  bark  or  goat's- wool 
shawl*  made  by  the  Tshimsion*. 
The  head-dresses  of  the  women 
were  ail  alike,  consisting  in  each 
case  of  a small  mask  or  semblance 
of  a face  carved  neatly  in  wood,  and 
inlaid  with  pearly  haliolls  shell. 
These,  attached  to  a cedar  bark 
frame,  and  trimmed  with  gay 
feathers  and  tassels,  stood  before 
the  forehead,  while  at  the  bock  in 
some  cases  depended  a train  with 
ermine  skins.  The  faces  of  both 
men  and  women  engaged  in  the 
dance  were  gaily  painted,  vermilion 
being  the  favorite  color. 

BOUND  OF  DKt  MS 

The  performer  on  the  drum  a 
Tat  tambourine-like  article  formed 
of  hide  stretched  on  a hoop  sat 
opposite  the  dancers  and  near  the 


fire,  so  that  they  could  see  each 
other's  movements.  The  drum  was 
beaten  very  regularly  with  double 
knocks— thus,  turn  turn,  turn  turn, 
turn  turn  - and  with  the  sound  the 
dancers  kept  time  in  a sort  of  chant 
or  song,  to  which  words  are  set.  and 
which  swells  into  a full  chorus  or 
dies  away,  according  to  the  notion* 
of  a leader  who  stood  among  the 
dancers,  who,  besides  marking  rime, 
now  and  then  gave  a few  words  of 
direction  or  exhortation. 

To  the  drumming  and  singing  the 
dancing  ab»o  keeps  rime,  following 
it  very  closely.  At  every  beat  a 
spasmodic  twitch  passes  through  the, 
crowd  of  dancers,  who  scarcely  Ult 
their  feet  from  the  floor,  but  move 
by  double  Jerks,  shuffling  the  feet 
a little  at  the  safne  time.  After  the 
performance  has  continued  for  10 
minutes  or  so  the  master  of  the 
ceremonies  gives  a sign,  and  ail 
suddenly  stop,  with  a loud  hugh! 
The  dance  is  resumed  by  the  per- 
spiring crowd  at  the  signal  of  the 
drum,  which  strikes  up  alter  a few 
moments'  rest  has  been  allowed. 

The  crowd  of  gaily  painted,  gaily 
dressed  savages,  by  the  kind  light 
of  the  fire,  presented,  on  the  wholes 
a rather  brave  and  imposing  appear- 
ance, and  when  excited  In  the  dance 
the  Haida  may  yet  almost  imagine 
the  grand  old  days  to  remain  when 
hundreds  crowded  the  villages  now 
occupied  by  tens,  and  nothing  had 
eclipsed  the  grandeur  of  their  cere- 
monies anJ  doings. 

OF  MANY  LEGENDS 

Of  stories  connected  with  local- 
ities. or  accounting  for  various  cir- 
cumstances, there  are  no  doubt  very 
many  among  the  Haida*.  Of  these 
a few  have  been  collected.  The  fun- 
damental narrative  of  the  origin  of 
man  and  the  beginning  of  the 
present  state  of  affair*  is  the  most 
important  of  their  myths. 

Very  long  ago.  they  say.  there  waa 
a great  flood,  by  which  all  men  and 
animals  were  destroyed,  with  the 
exception  of  a single  raven.  This 
creature  was  not,  however,  exactly 
an  ordinary  bird,  but -as  with  all 
animals  in  the  old  Indian  stories — 
possessed  the  attributes  of  a human 
being  to  a great  extent.  His  coat  of 
feathers,  for  instance,  could  be  put 
cm  or  taken  off  at  will  like  a gar- 
ment. The  name  of  this  being  was 
Ne-kil-stlas. 

When  the  flood  had  gone  down. 
Ne-kll  atlas  looked  about,  but  could 
find  neither  companions  nor  a mate, 
and  became  very  lonely.  At  last  he 
took  a cockle-shell  from  the  beach, 
and  marrying  It,  he  still  continued 
to  brood  and  think  earnestly  of  his 
wish  for  a companion.  By  and  by  in 
the  shell  he  heard  a very  faint  cry 
like  that  of  a newly-born  child,  but 
which  gradually  became  louder,  till 
at  last  a little  female  child  was* 
seen,  which,  growing  by'  degrees 
larger  and  larger,  was  finally  mar- 
ried to  the  raven,  and  from  this 
union  all  the  Indians  were  produced, 
and  the  country  peopled. 

HAb  MANY  WANTS 

The  people,  however,  had  many 
wants,  and  as  yet  had  neither  fire, 
light,  fresh  water,  or  the  oolachon 
fish.  These  things  were  all  In  the 
possession  of  a great  chief  or  deity 
called  SetUn  ki  Jash.  who  lived 
where  the  Nasse  River  now  is. 
Water  was  first  obtained  by  Ne-kil- 
st his  in  the  following  manner.  The 
chief  had  a daughter,  and  to  her 
Ne-kil-stlas  covertly  made  love,  and 
visited  her  many  times  unknown  to 
her  father.  The  girl  began  to  love 
Nekil-stlas  very  much,  and  trust  In, 
him.  which  was  what  he  desired; 
and  at  length,  when  he  thought  .the 
time  ripe,  he  asWed  on  one  occasion 
for  a drink  of  water,  saying  that  he 
was  very  thirsty.  The  girl  brought 
him  the  water  in  one  of  the  closely- 
woven  baskets  ui  common  use  for 


Haidas 

that  purpose;  but  he  drank  only  a 
little,  and.  setting  the  basket  down 
beside  him.  waited  till  the  girl  fell 
asleep.  Then  quickly  donning  his 
coaj  of  feathers,  and  lifting  the 
basket  In  his  beak,  he  flew  out  of 
the  opening  made  for  the  smoke  in 
the  top  of  the  lodge.  He  was  in 
great  haste,  fearing  to  be  followed 
by  the  people  of  the  chief,  ond  a 
little  water  fell  out  here  and  there, 
causing  the  numerous  rivers  which 
are  now  found;  but  in  the  Haida 
country  n few  drops  only  fell,  like 
rain,  and  so  it  Is  that  there  are  no 
large  streams  there  tpday. 

STRANGE  STORY 

Ne-kil-stlas  next  wished  to  obtain 
fire,  which  was  also  In  the  posses- 
sion of  the  same  powerful  being  or 
chief  He  did  not  dare,  however,  to 
appear  again  in  the  chief's  house, 
nor  did  the  chief's  daughter  longer 
show  him  favor.  Assuming,  there- 
fore. the  form  of  a single  needle- 
like  leaf  of  the  spruce  tree,  he 
Boated  on  the  water  near  the  house: 
and  when  the  girl  his  former  lover 
-tfami:  down  to  draw  water  was 
lifted  by  her  In  the  vessel  she  used. 
The  girl,  drinking  the  water,  swal- 
lowed without  noticing  it  the  little 
leaf,  and  shortly  afterward  bore  a 
child,  who  was  no  other  than  the 
cunning  Ne  kil-stlas,  who  had  thus 
again  obtained  an  entry  into  the 
lodge.  Watching  his  opportunity, 
he  one  day  picked  up  a burning 
brand,  and  flying  out  as  before  by 
the  smoke  hole  at  the  top  of  the 
lodge,  carried  it  away,  and  spread 
fire  every  where. 

Similar  childish  stories  serve  to 
explain  the  origin  of  light  anti  the 
prized  oolachen  fish. 

Ne  kil-stlas  of  the  Haidas  is  repre- 
sented m function  and  name  by  Us- 
tas  of  the  Came*  Tuineh.  Of  Us  tas 
an  almost  endless  series  of  gro- 
tesque and  often  disgusting  adven- 
tures are  related,  and  analogous 
tales  are  repeated  about  Ne-kil  stlas. 

SOME  SPECULATION 

The  collection  and  study  of  details 
like  these  concerning  the  habits,  cus- 
toms. and  thoughts  of  a people  semi* 
barbarous,  and  disappearing  even 
before  our  eyes  in  the  universal 
menstruum  of  civilization,  may  s&m 
to  be  of  little  importance.  They 
lead,  however,  into  a wide  and  inter- 
esting region  of  speculation,  em- 
bracing the  question  of  the  origin 
and  interrelation  of  the  American 
aborigines,  their  wanderings,  and  all 
the  unwritten  page*  of  their  history, 
which  we  can  hope  to  know  even 
by  the  most  careful  Inquiry  only 
in  dim  outline*. 

We  are  led  to  ask  ourselves  in 
particular  in  regard  to  the  Haidas, 
what  has  been  the  origin  of  the 
grotesque  but  highly  conventional- 
ized art  which  exhibits  itself  in 
many  of  the  works  of  these  people, 
and  the  social  customs  which,  with 
u power  almost  as  strong  as  that  of 
fashion  among  ourselves.  causes 
them  to  devote  so  much  of  their 
time  to  ceremonies  apparently 
meaningless,  but  which  serve  to 
form  the  bonds  and  rough  working 
machinery  of  society  among  them? 
Have  these  been  those  of  a people 
who. 

“Flying,  found  shelter  in  the 
fortunate  isles, 

And  let  their  usages,  thc-ir  arts 
and  laws. 

To  disappear  by  a slow  gradual 
death, 

To  dwindle  or  to  perish,  one  by 
one. 

Starved  in  those  narrow  bounds?" 

STILL  QUESTIONS 

or  have  they  been  developed  slowly 
In  r community  serrated  from  the 
human  stock  at  a very  early  period? 
and  might  they,  had  they  never  been 
brought  face  to  face  with  a superior 
power,  have  grow  n in  the  course  of 
aged  into  an  .independent  civilization 
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like  that  of  Mexico  or  Peru?  We 
can  never  hope  to  answer  such  ques- 
tions fully;  but  in  regard  to  these 
people  of  the  northwest  coast  we 
know  that  there  are  on  record 
several  Instances  in  which  Japanese 
junks,  driven  by  the  prevailing 
winds  and  current*,  have  been 
cerried  across  the  fvhole  breadth  of 
the  North  Pacific,  and  that  the  pas- 
sage across  Behring  Strait  to  the 
north  is  short,  and  is  even  occasion- 
ally at  the  present  day  made  on  the 
winter  ice  by  the  Esquimaux. 

It  is  therefore  more  than  probable 
that  people  with  their  rude  arts  may 
from  time  to  time  have  been  borne 
to  the  western  coast  of  America, 
and  that  it  i*  .to  Eastern  Asia  that 
we  must  look  for  the  origin  of  it* 
inhabitants.

I T was  in  October  1945.  On  a cor- 
ner, near  New  York's  Hudson 
River,  stood  a well-dressed  woman. 
She  was  in  her  thirties.  She  had 
been  waiting  for  fifteen  minutes 
when  a man  she  knew  only  by  the 
name  of  A1  appeared  and  took  her 
arm.  As  they  walked  toward  Cen- 
ttai  Park  he  whispered  into  her 
ear:  "Your  last  report  was  terrific. 
You  won’t  believe  me.  but  I have 
a Russian  book  with  mv  that  lists 
you  now  as  our  full  fledged  agent." 
He  showed  her  the  book.  They 
walked  fast,  and  he  spoke  faster: 
"The  greatest  honor  has  been  given 
to  you,  an  honor  very  few  foreign 
Communists  ever  get.  1 have  here 
with  me  a medal  for  you."  He 
showed  it  to  her;  it  was  a Soviet 
star. 

FA YM ENT  FROM IKE 

The  woman  reached  out  to  take  it. 
"Oh.  no,  comrade,  you  can't  have 
it;  It  would  be  too  dangerous.  We 
will  keep  it  for  you  at  the  embassy." 

While  they  were  walking  he  gave 
her  an  envelope  containing  52.000, 
all  In  brand  new  5 JO  bills  which  the 
woman  slipped  into  her  handbag.

TO  THE  OTHER  SIDE 

Next  day  Elizabeth  Bentley  was 
in  the  office  of  the  New  York  F.B.L 
chief  at  Foley  Square.  She  said 
she  wanted  to  make  a full  con- 
fession. She  even  brought  the  52.000 
with  her. 

The  newspapers  called  her  the 
Spy  Queen.  Others  said  she  behaved 
like  a reformed  drunkard  at  a 
prayer  meeting.  But  the  FBI. 
listened,  questioned,  and  checked; 
it  knew  Elizabeth  Bentley  was  tell- 
ing the  truth.  They  finally  employed 
her. 

She  had  been  a Communist  spy 
since  1933,  and  knew  the  Soviet 
.spy  apparatus  thoroughly.  It  was 
almost  unbelievable  that  this 
woman  should  have  been  In  the 
centre  of  the  highest  diplomatic 
and  political  espionage.  She  wo* 
the  most  important  courier. 

There  she  stood  at  the  F.B.L  of- 
fice telling  that  site  had  contact 
with  the  Communist  cell  in  the 
United  States  government;  that  she 
had  been  the  mistress  of  the  late 
Soviet  spy  chief,  Jacob  N.  Golos. 
alia*  Jacob  Raisin,  who  ran  a cam- 
ouflaged service  and  shipping  firm 
that  brought  spies  in  and  out  of 
the  country. 

TELIA  HER  STORY 

During  her  testimony  before  the 
Un-American  Activities  Committee, 
government  attorney  Frank  S.  Tav- 
ennrr,  Jr.,  asked  her:  "Did  I under- 
stand you  to  fey  Mr.  Golos  was 
a representative  of  the  Russian 
intelligence  agency?" 

She  replied:  "Yes.  Perhaps  I had 
better  give  a little  background  on 
that.  The  Russian  intelligence  in 
this  country  operates  out  of  the 
Embassy,  and  when  there  were  con- 
sulates it  also  operated  out  of  the 
consulates,  under  the  general  super- 
vision of  what  was  the  old  O.G.P.U. 
There  was  a foregin  desk  of  O.G. 
P.U.  In  Moscow  that  supervised 
these  activities.  Mr.  Golos  was  head 
of  one  of  ihe  branches  of  Russian 
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both  Bentley,  had  agents  inside  the 
Board  of  Economic  Warfare,  she 
had  known  of  the  B-29  bombers, 
their  blueprints  and  their  destina- 
tion. long  before  the  official  release; 
and  she  had  forwarded  the  Informa- 
tion to  the  Russians.  She  named 
one  name  after  another  -even  men 
inside  the  Atomic  Energy  Commis- 
sion. Investigations  started  Immedi- 
ately, and  many  a government  em- 
ployee faced  triaJ,  hearing,  and 
dismissal  -even  prison.

She  was  bom  in  Milford.  Connec- 
ticut, graduated  in  1930  from  Vas- 
sar.  and  went  in  1933  to  Italy.  Fas- 
cism in  Italy  was  such  a horror 
to  her  that  "I  was  an  easy  prey 
for  Communism."  she  said.  When 
she  studied  at  Columbia  University, 
she  joined  the  Columbia  Commun- 
ist party  cell.  Here  she  met  Golos, 
hccame  hip  common  Uw  wife,  and 
officially  the  spy  courier  for  the 
Communist  International  and  the 
Soviet  spy  system  in  America. 

“I  got  all  types  of  highly  secret 
information  on  what  the  O.S.S.  was 
doing  ...  on  secret  negotiations  in 
the  Balkan*,  and  that  parachutists 
were  dropped.

She  got  from  the  Treasury  De- 
partment issues  of  German  occu- 
pation marks  which  the  Soviets 
tried  to  counterfeit.

She  had  contact  with  Mrs.  Roose- 
velt, whom  she  even  met  personally.

She  had  so  much  data  available 
that  she  had  to  microfilm  it  When 
asked  what  most  of  the  material 
collected  was,  she  answered  without 
hesitation,  "Inside  policy  data."

"The  type  of  American  they 
w anil*!  was  a person  who  was 
absolutely  Impeccable;  the  type  who 
any  day  could  get  a recommenda- 
tion from  his  Sunday  school  teacher 
or  college  professor  or,  it  It  was 
a woman,  from  h<-r  Girl  Scout 
leader. 

"Nevertheless,  what  you  had  to 
work  on  was  whether  or  not  these 
people,  in  addition  to  being  highly 
respectable,  were  good  Communists. 
Therefore,  their  dossiers  were 
checked  over  and  over  again  before 
they  were  taken.  Communists  every 
six  months  have  to  turn  in  informa- 
tion on  themselves  which  is  checked 
and  rechecked. 

“What  we  were  doing  was  not 
what  you  lordinarlly  think  of  a* 
Communist  Party  work,  ihat  is, 
waving  flags  and  spreading  propa- 
ganda. It  was  definitely  Russian 
intelligence  work.  I was  a member 
of  one  branch  of  Russian  Intelli- 
gence, and  Mi.  Golos  was  my 
superior." 

Golos  had  died  In  1941.  after  a 
heart  aitack,  and  Al  had  been  her 
new  boss  ever  since.  She  revealed 
that  she  saw  20  pro-Communist 
government  employees  every  week, 
covering  all  departments  from  the 
War  Production  Board  to  the  Treas- 
ury Department.
